He spoke of other forms of govern- 
ments ‘and marveled that such govern- 
ments could instill an unswerving loyalty 
in their behalf, yet our greatest demo- 
cracy in the world eannot match this 
type of loyalty. He stressed that our 
public officials have to do good, or 
they are removed by popular vote from 
their public trust. 

Holleman said he regarded the office 
of District Attorney as one of the most 
important that citizens in Hancock, 
Harrison, Stone, George and Jackson 
counties can bestow on any one man. 
The office calls for a skilled and trust- 
worthy man, who is capable of being 
a fine public servant, he declared. - 

Striking out at pistol-toting district 
attorneys, Holleman quoted from a 
Mississippi Supreme Court decision, 
rendered “by Justice Smith which de- 
fines the duties of District Attorney, 
but does not give him the authoriza- 
tion to act as a peace officer.
